HAVANA (AP)—Western diplo- 


mats searched in vain today for 
anything in Prime Minister Fidel 
Castro's anniversary speech that 
they could interpret as a promise 
of any basic change irt U.S.-Cubart 
relations. 


Most of the 90-minutc speech 


Wednesday, following a military 
parade that displayed for the first 
time in Cuba ground-to-air and 
coastal defense missiles, was a 
scorching'attack on the United 
States nnd President Kennedy 


On the fourth anniversary of the 


prime minister's power, six of the 
sleek missile rumbldd past bilg- 
eyed crowds. Castro made only 'a 
brief reference to them, saying, 
"Today, the 
first 
ground-to-air 


rocket artillery crews in training 
have paraded past here." 


He said they would keep Cuban 


air space clear of intruding U.S. 
planes. 


But an emotional radio announc- 


er exAiltcd that the rockets could 
"knock down an enemy plane at 
its highest flight ceiling." 


Washington officials had been 


looking forward to Castro's anni- 
versary speech for clues that 
might

whether 
Premier 


Khrushchev's backdown in the Cu- 
ban crisis might have changed 
Castro's reliance on Moscow and 
induced a warmer feeling for Red 
China.

But Castro took a middle course 


n the ideological dispute between 
Moscow and Peking. Acknowledg- 
ing that he was concerned by 
"discrepancies that have arisen 
n 
the socialist camp,," 
Castro 


said, "our duty is to struggle for 
unity inside the socialist family." 


He was as firm as ever against 


U.S. demands—recently soft-ped- 
aled—for international inspection 
:o insure that all the Soviet "of- 
'cnsivc" missiles and jet bombers 
lave left Cuba. 


Stressing Cuban sovereignty, he 


aid, "for that reason we do not 
accept the unilateral inspection in- 
tended by imperialism to humili- 
ate. For that reason there was no 
inspection, there will be no inspec- 
tion." • 


Castro called President Kennedy 


a "vulgar bandit chief" and said 
:he U.S. chief executive had de- 
graded his high office more than 
any other president. 


Castro said he had forced the 


United States to pay an indemnity 
of $53 million for the release of

Publishers 
Hint of Way 
to Resume 


NEW YORK (AP)—Publishers of 


the city's nine rndflor newspapers, 
shut down for 27 days, hint they 
may (ry to resume publication 
without the striking printers. 


The publishers said in a state' 


ment released Wednesday night 
that 
they 
"must 
acknowledge 


their inability at this time to see 
any promise of success in a con 
tinuation of the normal processes 
of conciliation, mediation and col- 
lective bargaining unless there Is 
a quick change in the position of 
the typographical union." 


The statement said the publish 


ers- "will contniue t'o seek 
by 


every possible method a means 
of resuming at the earliest date 
the service of their newspapers 
to the people of New York." 


The publishers called the un- 


ion's demands "economically pro* 
hibitive," and said: 


"There is ample evidence, in- 


cluding statements made by ty- 
pographical union officials before 
the strike and since!, that thei In- 
ternational Typographical Union 
is determined to impose on the 
publishers of the New York news- 
papers wage increases and condi- 
tions which, combined, will be be- 
yond the earning capacity of the 
newspapers to sustain, and could 
bankrupt one or more of the city's 
newspapers as well as touch off 
a nationwide wave of increased 
costs in the newpaper business." 


The striking AFL-CIO union dis- 


missed the publishers' statement 
as "a typical" threat. 


Bertram A. Powers, president 


of the striking ITU Local 6, said: 
'I consider the statement 
re- 


eased by the: publishers as 
a 


threat typical of those usefl by 
them 
throughout our 
negotia- 


tions." 


Powers said, "I personally t 


they will attempt to use the same 
methods to publish that 
were 


used by the Chicago papers back 
in 1948." 


His reference was to a vari- 


type process—through which copy 
is typed on- glussy paper, then 
photographed, 
for reproduction. 


The process elfminates the usual 
type-setting procedure performed 
by printers. 


In Cleveland, negotiations re-
